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Canning Industry Asked 
To Contribute to Project HOPE 


Canners soon will be asked to con- 
tribute quantities of canned foods to 
Project HOPE, a privately-sponsored 
undertaking which implements Presi- 
dent Eisenhower’s suggestion for a 
people-to-people program. Such a pro- 
gram, the President said, would pro- 
mote peace through understanding, 
particularly of the American people. 


Project HOPE, organized with the 
President’s blessing, is the first pro- 
gram designed to carry out the peo- 
ple-to-people idea. HOPE is a mercy 
ship. It is a new hospital ship built 
for use in World War II and now be- 
ing loaned by the President for use 
in demonstrating modern medical and 
public health techniques to the less 
fortunate peoples of the world. 


HOPE stands for “Health Oppor- 
tunities for People Everywhere.” 
Project HOPE will be essentially a 
teaching operation rather than an at- 
tempt at widespread treatment. The 
hospital ship will serve as a training 
and treatment clinic, a medical school, 
a base for wide-ranging medical nurs- 
ing, and sanitation teams, and the lo- 
gistic center for medical aid and 
health and exchange programs. It is 
planned that the vessel will go first 
to Southeast Asia. 


Except for the ship itself, the en- 
tire cost of Project HOPE is being 
financed by gifts from American busi- 
nessmen. Funds are being collected 
now to pay for the staff of medical 
specialists, nurses and aides, and the 
wages of the crew. The pharmaceu- 
tical industry has stocked the ship with 
medicines for a year. The American 
President Lines has furnished officers 
and crew and will operate the ship. 


The canning industry has been 
asked to make its contribution to this 
ood will program, and canners will 
be asked to contribute canned foods 
to help provision the ship. Other food 
manufacturers—meat packers, cereal 
manufacturers, flour millers, rice mill- 
ers, and others—are being asked to 
contribute toward the stocks of food 
needed to provision the hospital ship. 


It is planned to obtain the amount of 
food required for a one-year voyage 
through contributions from these food 
industries or firms. 


Canned Foods for School Lunch 


CANNED MASHED SWEET POTATOES 


USDA announced on July 28 an 
offer to buy canned mashed sweet po- 
tatoes, packed during 1960, for use 
in the National School Lunch Pro- 
gram. 


Offers will be considered only on 
mashed sweet potatoes packed in No. 
10 cans and meeting the requirements 
of Grade A. Purchases will be made 
on an offer and acceptance basis, using 
funds appropriated under the National 
School Lunch Act. 


It is contemplated that approxi- 
mately 400,000 cases may be used, but 
actual purchases will depend on funds 
available and the prices at which the 
sweet potatoes are offered. Invita- 
tions to offer canned mashed sweet 
potatoes, including detailed specifica- 
tions, are being mailed by USDA to 
canners. 


Offers must be received by the Fruit 
and Vegetable Division, Agricultural 
Marketing Service, USDA, Washing- 
ton 25, D. C., by 4 p.m. EDT August 
12 for acceptance by August 19. De- 
livery will be required during the pe- 
riod September 12 through November 
28.

CANNED APRICOTS 


USDA announced July 29 the pur- 
chase of 176,500 cases of canned apri- 
cots, Grade B, in No. 10 cans. 

Purchases in California amounted 
to 170,000 cases at net prices after 
discounts ranging from $5.30 to $5.49 
per case. The average net price was 
$5.36. Also, 6,500 cases were pur- 
chased in Washington at $5.56 and 
$5.57. 

This purchase is in addition to the 
146,625 cases purchased earlier and 
completes the procurement of canned 
apricots for school lunch this year. 


Directory of Government 
Purchasing Offices 


The Small Business Administration 
has published a new directory listing 
U. S. government procurement offices. 
It includes the addresses of the major 
— and civilian purchasing of- 

ces. 


Entitled U. S. Government Purchas- 
ing, Specifications and Sales Directory, 
the publication is a revision of previ- 
ous SBA booklets of a similar nature. 


In addition to the Military Subsist- 
ence Supply Agency in Chicago, the 
directory lists the buying offices for 
the post exchanges and ships stores. 

Among civilian agencies, the follow- 
ing are listed as buyers of foods: 
Atomic Energy Commission, Bureau 
of Indian Affairs, Bureau of Prisons, 
Forest Service, General Services Ad- 
ministration, Maritime Administra- 
tion, Panama Canal Company, and the 
Veterans Administration. 

Copies of the directory may be ob- 
tained from the Government Printing 
Office, Washington 25, D. C., for 60 
cents each. 


Labor Dept. To Review Rules 
on Farm Labor Recruitment 


The Labor Department will hold a 
public hearing in Washington August 
8 on proposals by California farm em- 
ployers to modify regulations which 
prohibit the public employment service 
from referring workers to an employer 
in a labor dispute. 


Under regulations in effect for the 
past 20 years, the federal-state public 
employment service does not refer 
workers to jobs when (1) the job “is 
vacant because the former occupant 
is on strike or is being locked out in 
the course of a labor dispute,” or (2) 
the filling of the job is itself “an issue 
in a labor dispute.” 

A sharp conflict over the applica- 
tion of these regulations has devel- 
oped in California between farm em- 
ployers and union representatives. 

Agricultural employers in Califor- 
nia have complained that the prohibi- 
tion in Labor Department regulations 
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against referrals of workers in the 
case of a labor dispute operates un- 
fairly to their disadvantage, because 
of the perishable nature of their prod- 
uct and the lack of a permanent labor 
force of any single farm sufficient to 
harvest their crops. They have re- 
quested that the prohibition be revoked 
or curtailed insofar as it applies to 
agriculture. 


On the other hand, representatives 
of the agricultural workers involved 
have responded that any such revoca- 
tion or curtailment would involve the 
use of the public employment service 
to recruit strike breakers. 

The public hearing and review pro- 
cedure being followed by the Labor 
Department is not expected to provide 
timely relief for the agricultural em- 
ployers, but the issue is of interest to 
agriculture generally insofar as it 
relates to the recruitment of labor 
for harvesting perishable crops. 


In a letter to Secretary of Labor 
Mitchell, Secretary of Agriculture 
Benson has pointed out the urgency 
of the farm labor problem in view 
of the perishability of most farm prod- 
ucts, the once-a-year nature of their 
production, and consumer interest in 
food supplies and prices. He criti- 
cized the current regulations as not 
fairly protecting the interest of agri- 
cultural employers, and urged that the 
Labor Department “give due consid- 
eration to the welfare of the farmer, 
the hired worker, and the public.” 


Canned Foods Profitability 
Stressed In C&TR Bulletin 


The third edition of the N.C.A. 
Restaurant & Inetitutional Bulletin, 
a continuing project of the Consumer 
and Trade Relations Program, was 
mailed last week to members and 
others on the C.&T.R. list. Objective 
of these bulletins is to provide N.C.A. 
members with capsule information 
dealing with trends in the restaurant 
and institutional trade, and to furnish 
operators with facts about the desira- 
bility of canned foods for public feed- 
ing. 

The current bulletin deals princi- 
pally with data about the profitability 
of canned foods to restaurant and 
other institutional operators, drawn 
from preliminary findings of a fact- 
finding study of this question now 
being conducted by Nejelski & Co., 
consultants on institutional foods to 
Dudley-Anderson-Vutay, the public re- 
lations firm handling the C.&T.R. Pro- 
gram for N.C.A. 


Among many facts brought out in 
this preliminary report are that labor 
costs are the key factor in institu- 
tional management, and that canned 
foods cut such costs. It is shown how 
informed menu-making by the opera- 
tors of restaurants, hotels, hospitals, 
etc., effects increased profits. 

One section of the bulletin chal- 
lenges the policy of institutional oper- 
ators of classifying all unprocessed

PEA AND BEAN HARVESTING 
SUBCOMMITTZE OF THE RAW PrRopUCTs 
RESEARCH COMMITTEE 


The members of this subcommittee 
for 1960 are Ralph H. Whitmer, Green 
Giant Company, Chairman; Charles 
E. Geise and L. D. MacKellar, Cali- 
fornia Packing Corporation; L. A. 
Polzak, The Larsen Company; F. 
Ridgely Todd, Dulany Foods, Inc.; 
and E. A. Walgenbach, Mammoth 
Spring Canning Co. This subcom- 
mittee was appointed originally in 
1953 as the Mobile Viners Subcommit- 
tee to work with manufacturers of 
mobile vining equipment to give them 
the benefit of industry thinking con- 
cerning the application of mobile vin- 
ing principles to the harvesting of 
peas. This year the program of the 
subcommittee was broadened and its 
name changed to Pea and Bean Har- 
vesting Subcommittee. 


Through the years this subcommit- 


tee has cooperated with a number of 
companies interested in the develop- 
ment of mobile pea combines and on 
numerous occasions has met with rep- 
resentatives of the manufacturers to 
view field demonstrations of experi- 
mental equipment and discuss the sub- 
committee’s thinking with regard to 
agronomic features of the machines. 
Two companies are now manufactur- 
ing commercial mobile type pea com- 
bines and several companies will con- 
tinue work in the development of more 
efficient harvesting machines for peas 
and lima beans. 


During 1960 it is anticipated that 
this subcommittee will follow closely 
the development of several harvesters 
for peas and lima beans. Members 
will also keep abreast of studies in- 
volving the development of new meth- 
ods and machinery for harvesting and 
handling peas and beans more effi- 
ciently. 


produce as “fresh,” and brings out the 
fact that canned foods are packed al- 
most immediately after harvest 
“whereas fresh produce may travel 
four to six days from Florida to New 
York, or seven to 10 days from Cali- 
fornia to New York.” Another point 
is made of the kitchen-space savings 
obtained by the use of canned foods. 
“Canned foods answer the needs of 
modern restaurant management: they 
save labor costs, assure consistent 
quality and permit most profitable use 
of space. They always arrive in good 
condition, lend themselves to conven- 
ient storage and are ready for use as 
staples or in combination recipes.” 


Current N.C.A. Briefs Has 
Section on C&TR Activities 


Another issue of N.C.A. Briefa, the 
fourth in this series of trade and mar- 
keting newsnotes, was mailed this 
week to members and others on the 
Consumer and Trade Relations list. 


A new feature of the publication, 
authorized by the C. KT. R. Committee 
at its May meeting, is the inclusion 
of status reports on various current 
projects of the program, such as the 
School Curriculum Study at Mineola, 
L. I., sesquicentennial publicity, the in- 
stitutional fact-finding study, public- 
ity obtained through the Modern Ro- 
mances canned foods contest, citing of 
eight features in national women’s 
magazines, and the recent Allied In- 
dustries Communication Conference. 
The Committee felt that Briefs, a pub- 
lication of the C.4T.R. Program, would 
be a good medium in which to inform 
the membership of progress, supple- 
menting the regular INFORMATION 
Lerrer items and special bulletins, 


Primarily, however, N.C.A. Briefe 
offers data gathered by Dudley-Ander- 
son-Yutzy, public relations staff, from 
various market research firms, con- 
densed into capsule form.

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Green Peas for Processing Stocks of Canned Foods on July 1 and Season Shipments 
(N.C.A. Division of Statistics) 


Prospects for the 1960 crop of 
peas for processing declined slightly 
during the first half of July, and on 
July 15 a production of 437,880 tons 
was indicated, 8 percent less than last 
year and 6 percent below average, ac- 
cording to the Crop Reporting Board 
of USDA. 

July 15 indications point to a yield 
of 2,443 pounds of shelled peas per 
acre. This compares with the record 
1959 yield of 2,730 pounds and the 
1949-58 average of 2,162 pounds per 
acre. 

Production prospects declined dur- 
ing the first half of July in Delaware, 
Idaho, Oregon, and California. The 
freeze which covered southeastern 
Idaho and northern Utah on June 21 
caused considerable damage in these 
states. 


In other producing states growing 
and harvesting conditions were gen- 
erally favorable, and yield forecasts 
in California and Wisconsin are at a 
record high.

The BLS announced that it will be- 
gin a series of surveys on family liv- 
ing arrangements and consumer ex- 
penditures. The surveys will be made 
in 50 cities that will be included in 
the revised index and in 16 additional 
small cities in which housing and con- 
sumer expenditures will be conducted. 
The surveys will take about four years 
to complete and the revised index will 
be completed early in 1964, it was 
stated. 

The last comprehensive survey of 
this type was made 10 years ago, and 
the index was updated to use 1947-49 
as its base period.

Harold O. Berryman 


Harold O. “Hal” Berryman, 68, well- 
known can engineer and sales execu- 
tive, died July 6 in Baltimore. He had 
suffered a series of illnesses over the 
past several years. Mr. Berryman 
was best known for his contribution 
as designer and installer of the first 
can conveying system, widely adapted 
for can manufacturing and canners’ 
plants. 

During the 1920’s and 1930's he 
enjoyed wide acquaintance with can- 
ners in the Baltimore and mid-Atlan- 
tic area through his service as assist- 
ant district sales manager of Ameri- 
can Can Company, and later as East- 
ern district sales manager and vice 
president of National Can, with an 
interim three-year period as general 
manager of sales of packers’ cans 
of Crown Can Company. A Ruby 
member of the Old Guard Society, 
Mr. Berryman was scheduled to re- 
ceive his Diamond pin for 50 years 
service to the industry in 1961. 


Born in 1891 in Surry Courthouse, 
Va., Mr. Berryman received engineer- 
ing training and joined Canco in 1911 
as a master mechanic and mechanical 
draftsman. He was in charge of clos- 
ing machine service in Baltimore for 
several years, and in 1919 reorganized 
the service station and can runway 


department at Hoopeston, III., and 


later at Waukegan. In March, 1923, 
Mr. Berryman returned to Baltimore 
as assistant district sales manager. 


He was a member of the American 
Society of Mechanical Engineers, the 
Society of Military Engineers, and 
during his active career with the can- 
ning industry was prominent in the 
hospitality programs of the Canning 
Machinery and Supplies Association 
at state and regional canning conven- 
tions in the Mid-Atlantic area. A 
prominent yachtsman, he served for 
several years as Commodore of the 
Columbia Yachting Club of Baltimore. 


N. C. A. Informs Bank Officials 


Norman Olson of the N.C.A. Berke- 
ley Laboratory spoke on problems of 
food contamination to a class of bank 
officials on July 19. His talk, on mi- 
croscopic organic contaminants, pesti- 
cide residues, food additives and color 
additives, was concerned with control 
methods applied by food processors 
and with government regulations. The 
class was made up of 20 loan officers 
and other Bank of America repre- 
sentatives attending a two-week short 
course given by the department of 
agricultural economics of the Univer- 
sity of California. 
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
